„„A  confident  Ronald  Reagan,  campaigning  to  the

sweep  In  Tuesday's  election,  while  Mondale  urged 
supporters,  “don't  despair,  don’t  give  up"  despite 
polls  pointing  to  a  Republican  landslide.

Reagan,  who  decided  at  the  last  minute  to  cam¬ 
paign  in  Minnesota,  said  he  would  bar  tax  increases 
unless  someone  proved  there  was  "some  excuse  for 
domg  such  a  thing.”  That  seemed  slightly  softer 
than  Saturday  s  statement  that  taxes  would  go  up 
in  a  second  term  “over  my  dead  body.” 

.  With  the  verdict  of  125  million  registered  voters 
only  48  hours  away,  Reagan's  lead  in  the  public 
opinion  polls  was  impressive. 

The  Washington  Post-ABC  News  poll  put  it  at  67 
percent  to  39  percent,  with  4  percent  undecided, 
and  said  the  Rcagan-Bush  ticket  appeared  to  be 
ahead  in  47  of  the  50  states.  An  Associated  Press 
survey  gave  Reagan  the  lead  in  49  states  and  said 
Mondale  and  running  mate  Geraldine  Ferraro  were 
narrowly  ahead  in  his  home  state  while  leading 
solidly  onlv  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

While  Mondale  and  Ferraro  were  virtually  the 

a  ones  forecasting  a  Democratic  victory,  late 
pointed  to  gains  for  the  underdog  Democrats. 
A  survey  by  pollster  Louis  Harris  for  National 
Pubjic  Radio  indicated  a  Reagan  lead  of  55-43.  a 
decline  of  4  percentage  points  from  his  margin  two 
days  earlier.

1st  U.S.  plane  arrives 
with  aid  for  Ethiopians 

ADDIS  ABABA,  Ethiopia  (AP)  —  A  chartered 
American  transport  plane  flew  into  Addis  Ababa 
from  the  United  States  on  Sunday,  the  first  U.S. 
aircraft  to  join  the  airlift  of  food  and  supplies  to  6 
million  Ethiopian  famine  victims. 

The  plane  was  one  of  two  Hercules  L-382  trans¬ 
ports  chartered  by  the  U.S.  government  to  partici¬ 
pate  for  at  least  two  months  m  the  50-plane  airlift. 

It  carried  none  of  the  foodstuffs  included  in  the 
nearly  $60  million  in  emergency  aid  the  U.S.  Agen¬ 
cy  for  International  Development,  or  AID,  has  ear¬ 
marked  for  Ethiopia.  Instead  it  brought  in  extra 
crew  members  and  spare  parts  to  keep  it  flying 
during  the  airlift  that  was  organized  to  move  dona¬ 
tions  from  around  the  world  to  remote,  drought- 
stricken  areas. 

The  transport  cleared  immigration  formalities 


within  an  hour  and  then  flew  to  Asmara  in  the 
north,  where  it  will  be  used  to  ferry  food  and  sup¬ 
plies. 

Peter  McPherson,  administrator  of  AID,  also  ar¬ 
rived  in  Addis  Ababa  from  Washington  on  Sunday 
for  a  first-hand  look  at  relief  operations.

MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Soviet  newpapers  Sunday 
foresaw  re-election  for  President  Reagan  and  said 
the  influence  of  big  corporations  makes  Americans 
vote  in  “elections  without  choice.” 

Several  Soviet  citizens  interviewed  at  random 
Sunday  on  the  streets  of  Moscow  reflected  the 
Communist  Party  line.  They  said  Reagan  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  re-elected  but  they  would  prefer  the  Den 
cratic  nominee,  former  Vice  President  Walter  Me

Under  the  headline  “Elections  Without  Choice” 
the  newspaper  Sovietskaya  Rossiya  reviewed  what 
it  said  were  the  budget  policies  of  both  candidates 
and  concluded  that  military  spending  would  prob¬ 
ably  not  drop  significantly  under  Mondale.

The  official  Soviet  news  agency  Tass  in  recent 
weeks  has  published  many  articles  critical  of 
Reagan  administration  policies,  especially  on  de¬ 
fense  spending  and  arms  control. 

Accurate  prenatal  test 
found  for  cystic  fibrosis 

TORONTO  (AP)  —  A  researcher  from  Scotland 
has  developed  what  he  says  is  the  first  accurate 
prenatal  test  for  cystic  fibrosis,  an  inherited  illness 
tijat  afflicts  30,000  people  in  the  United  States. 

David  Brock  of  the  U  niversity  of  Edinburgh  said 
Friday  that  studies  with  about  100  patients  have 
shown  the  test  can  correctly  identify  90  percent  of 

the  fetuses  carrying  the  illness. 

In  an  interview  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Society  of  Human  Genetics,  where  he 
presented  his  findings,  he  emphasized  that  the  test 
is  intended  only  for  families  that  have  already  given 
birth  to  a  child  with  the  illness  and  subsequently 


decide  to  have  another  child. 

“You're  dealing  with  pregnancies  that  have  a  risk 
of  being  affected  of  one  in  four,"  Brock  said.  "In  a 

very  high  risk  greup  like  that,  we’re  picking  up  a 
substantial  number  of  the  affected  cases."  '- 

The  test  consists  of  measuring  the  quantity  of  an 
enzyme  called  intestinal  alkaline  phosphatase  in 
samples  of  fluid  obtained  from  the  mother's  womb, 
Brock  said. 

There  is  no  known  cure  for  the  disease,  which 
primarily  affects  the  respiratory  and  digestive  sys¬ 
tems. 

In  Great  Britain,  authorities  have  decided  that 
the  method  is  sufficiently  effective  that  It  would  be 
unethical  to  withhold  test  results  from  parents. 

U.S.  authorities  however,  are  more  cautious, 
said  Robert  Beall,  vice  president  for  medical  affairs 
of  the  Cystic  Fibrosis  F  oundation  in  Rockville,  Md. 

“We  feel  there  are  still  a  number  of  problems  in 
this  test  and  we  sure  don't  want  people  to  terminate 
a  pregnanev  based  upon  its  development  at  this 
point,  Beall  said. 

Tax  'revolts'  put  to  vote 
in  California,  Michigan 

(AP)  —  In  California,  it'sdubbed  “Jarvis  IV."  In 
Michigan,  it's  called  "Voter's  Choice.''  And  in  Ore¬ 
gon,  Nevada,  Idaho,  and  Nebraska,  it  goes  by  more 
mundane  names  like  Measure  2,  Question  12.  Peti¬ 
tion  1,  and  Amendment  4. 

By  whatever  name,  it's  tax  re  volt — and  on  Tues¬ 
day,  voters  in  six  states  and  in  a  suburban  county 
bordering  Washington,  D.C. ,  will  get  the  chance  to 
spread  the  revolt,  or  quell  it. 

The  most  bitterly  fought  contests  are  in  Califor¬ 
nia  and  Michigan.  i 

In  California.  82-year-old  tax  buster  Howard  Jar¬ 
vis,  architect  of  Proposition  13  which  heralded  the 
tax  revolt  in  1978,  is  now  pushing  Proposition  36  — 
known  variously  as  Jarvis  IV  or  "Save  18.“  He  has 
raised  some  $4  million  to  support  his  campaign, 
mure  than  twice  the  war  chest  of  his  foes,  who 
include  many  of  the  state's  leading  business,  labor, 
civic  and  government  figures. 

Jarvis  contends  his  measure,  a  proposed  consti¬ 
tutional  amendment,  is  needed  toipiug  thfc  many 
loopholes  lawmakers  and  courts  pdnehed  In-Prop¬ 
osition  13  since  it  passed  six  years  ago.  If  approved, 
Jarvis  IV  would  give  certain  property  owners  $1.7 
billion  in  tax  refunds,  make  it  harder  for  local  gov¬ 
ernments  to  raise  fees  and  taxes,  and  require  a 
two-thirds  legislative  vote  to  paaa  future  taxes.*

The  concern  is  nationwide.  As 
Stanford's  Raymond  Bacchetti.  direc¬ 
tor  of  university  budgets,  said  in  a 
recent  Time  Magazine  article,  “We 
don't  want  Stanford  to  become  an  in¬ 
stitution  where  somebody's  socioeco¬ 
nomic  status  determines  whether  he 
can  afford  to  be  here." 

The  federal  government,  aware  of 
skyrocketing  education  costs,  has  set 
aside  more  than  $11.5  billion  to  be 
spent  on  federal  financial  assistance 
targeted  to  those  who  need  help  to 
afford  the  cost  of  higher  education. 
BYU,  in  addition  to  its  own  student 
financial  aid  funds,  offers  two  forms  of 
federal  assistance. 

The  GSL  or  Guaranteed  Student 
Loan  is  a  low  interest  loan  made  to  the 
student  by  a  lender,  such  as  a  bank, 
credit  union,  or  savings  and  loan  asso¬ 
ciation.  The  loans  are  insured  by  a 


state  guarantee  agency  and  reinsured 
by  the  Federal  Government. 

According  to  BYU  Director  of 
Financial  Aids  Ford  Stevenadir** 
approximately  ”87000  BYU  Students" 
are  awarded  a  GSL  each  academic 
year.  The  current  GSL  interest  rate 
is  8  percent  for  new  borrowers  and  7 
or  9  percent  on  additional  GSL's. 

One  of  the  benefits  of  a  GSL  is  that 
loan  repayments  don't  begin  until  six 
months  after  graduating  or  terminat¬ 
ing  school  enrollment  if  your  interest 
rate  is  8  or  9  percent,  or  nine  or  12 
months  after  if  your  interest  rate  is  7 
percent.  Repayments  may  extend 
over  as  much  as  10  years,  but  the 
minimum  monthly  payment  is  $50. 

Stevenson  explained  that  to  qualify 
for  the  GSL,  the  family  adjusted 
gross  income  must  be  $30,000  or  less. 

If  the  family  income  is  higher,  eligibil¬ 
ity  is  based  on  a  GSL  needs  test. 
“Some  parents,  although  their  family 
income  isover$30.lXVi.  may  have  nine 
children,  and  three  of  them  in  col¬ 
lege."  Stevenson  said.  The  needs  test 
serves  to  identify  these  sorts  of  finan¬ 
cial  problems.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  With  oil  prices  down  to 
less  than  $29  a  barrel  and  natural  gas  prices  stabi¬ 
lizing  after  five  years  of  sharp  increases,  Amer¬ 
icans  seem  tn  he  losing  some  of  their  zeal  for  con¬ 
serving  energy,  according  to  newly  released  gov¬ 
ernment  figures. 

A  report  by  the  Energy  Information  Administra¬ 
tion  says  per  capita  U.S.  energy  consumption  drop¬ 
ped  only  2.4  percent  in  1983.  compared  with  annual 
declines  of  -1  percent  to  7  percent  drops  in  thepre- 
Vious  tHrtV  \*eaPsT ..  . 

The  report  was  issued  just  as  the  Organization  of 
Petroleum  exporting  countries  concluded  an 
emergency  meeting  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  where 
the  cartel  made  cosmetic  cuts  in  oil  production  in  an 
effort  to  prop  up  their  posted  price  of  $29  a  barrel 
against  discounts  of  $1 . 50  to  $2  discounts  offered  by 
many  producers. 

Energy  Secretary  Donald  Hodcl  said  prices 
should  be  about  $25  a  barrel  because  of  a  lowering 
of  world  demand,  much  of  it  induced  by  conserva¬ 
tion. 

The  Energy  Department's  Energy  Information 
Administration  said  Americans  are  using  an  aver¬ 
age  21  percent  less  energy  than  a  decade  ago.  when 
the  1973  Arab  Oil  embargo  sent  prices  on  an  upward 
spiral  that  was  not  broken  until  two  years  ago  at 
$3-1  per  barrel. 

Since  1970.  lower  thermostats,  less  travel  and 
more  fuel-efficient  cars,  machinery  and  appliances 
have  reduced  by  25  percent  the  amount  of  energy 
used  to  produce  the  nation's  goods  and  services, 
after  discounting  for  inflation,  the  report  said.

lieve  In  the  truth  of  the  Book  of  Mor¬ 
mon  and  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
some  have  doubts  about  the  JST, 

Elder  McConkie  said. 

“In  some  minds  there  seems  to  be  a 
nagging  uncertainity  about  the  In¬ 
spired  Version,"  he  said.  “Some  say, 
'Alter  all,  the  Prophet  didn't  finish  his 
work,  and  how  can  we  1®  sure  what  he 
did  finish  was  correct?’  " 

Any  negative  feelings  and  attitudes 
towards  the  JST  arc  simply  part  of 
the  devil’s  program  to.  keep  the  gospel 
truth  from  the  children  of  men,  Elder 
McConkie  said. 

He  continued:  “We  should  always 
use  the  JST  in  our  study  and  teaching. 
Since  when  do  any  of  us  have  the  right 
to  place  bounds  on  the  Almighty,  and 
say  well  believe  these  revelations  but 
not  those? 

“Tree  the  restoration  of  the  Bible 

has  not  been  completed  in  the  true 
sense,  but  then  neither  has  the  Book 
of  Mormon,"  Elder  McConkie  added. 

The  LDS  Church  leader  said  neith¬ 
er  book  will  be  completely  restored 

before  the  millenlum,  although 

changes  may  come  forth  before  that 
time.  He  also  said  the  perfected  Bible 
will  contain  all  that  was  on  the  brass 
pistes  of  Laban. 

“Some  day  the  Lord  will  raise  up  a 
prophet,  who  will  also  be  a  seer  and 
translator,”  Elder  McConkie  said. 
"To  him  He  will  give  the  brass  plates, 
so  they  can  be  translated  for  the  be¬ 
nefit  of  everyone.  ” 

Elder  McConkie  said  the  Jews  in 
Christ's  day  had  more  Old  Testament 
scriptures  than  are  available  today,- 
and  except  for  doctrine  surrounding 
salvation  for  the  dead,  had  all  the 
knowledge  and  more,  that  modem 
saints  have. 

“The  ancient  saints  had  the  same 
gospel,  the  same  hope  in  Christ,  the 
same  priesthood,  the  same  church, 

celestial  marriage,  apostolic  succes¬ 
sion  and  gifts  of  spirit  we  have," 
Elder  McConkie  said.  "The  JST  lets

know  that" 

Many  gospel  truths  were  lost  dur¬ 
ing  the  era  alter  the  death  of  Christ 
and  his  apostles,  he  continued. 

“Originally  the  Bible  contained  the 
fullness  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord," 
Elder  McConkie  continued,  “until 
they  took  away  many  parts  which 
were  plain  and  precious.  Because  of 
these  missing  truths,  many  have 
stumbled." 

Elder  McConkie  said  that  in  con¬ 
trast  to  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which  is 
"unchanging  and  unchangeable,”  the 
Bible  is  in  the  hands  of 'intellectuals, 
unbelievers  and  ministers  whose  de¬ 
light  it  is  to  twist  and  pervert  its  doc¬ 
trines.” 

“Satan  hates  and  spurns  the  scrip¬ 
tures,"  McCoolde  continued,  “and  the 
less  there  are  of  them,  or  the  more 
perverted  they  are.  the  greater  re¬ 
joicing  there  is  in  the  courts  of  hell.” 

A  recent  study  by  scholars  of  diffe¬ 
rent  Bible  manuscripts  found  more 
than  30,000  contextual  differences  in 
just  a  small  portion  of  the  Bible.  They 
postulated  that  there  would  be  at 
feast  100,000  differences  found  if  the 
study  was  carried  out  on  the  entire 
Bible,  Elder  McConkie  said. 

The  Lord  will  restore  all  things 
both  temporally  and  spiritually  as 
they  once  were,  he  said. 

Elder  McConkie  said  this  restora¬ 
tion  will  include  the  return  of  earth  to 
in  Edenic  state,  the  waters  being 
driven  back  and  the  divided  earth 
again  becoming  one  land,  and  the  land 
of  Enoch  returning. 

He  also  said  men  will  again  live  to 
"the  age  of  a  tree,"  the  two  kingdoms 
of  Israel  will  become  one,  spiritual 
rifts  and  miracles  will  again  be  man¬ 
ifest ,  and  the  spirita  of  the  dead  will 
return  to  possess  their  bodies. 

“But  the  thing  which  underlies  it 
all,  the  bedrock  upon  which  the  res¬ 
toration  is  built,  and  that  which  we 
often  overlook  the  most  is  the  doctrin¬ 
al  restoration,  that  restoration  of  the 
principles  of  the  gospel.”

Sports  fame  aids 
grads  in  job  hunt

BYU's  football  prowess  has  enhanced  the 
chances  for  all  its  studenU  to  obtain  better  jobs 
after  graduating. 

Dr.  Brent  Peterson,  professor  of  Human  Re¬ 
source  Development  in  the  Communications  De¬ 
partment,  said  as  he  travels  around  the  country 
trying  to  get  internships  for  9tudenu,  he  has  found 
a  great  increase  in  the  eastern  companies  who  have 
heard  about  BYU. 

“The  academics  at  BYU  have  always  been  high, 
but  the  publicity  the  football  team  has  received  has 
helped  inform  companies  who  might  otherwise  not 
have  heard  about  us  that  we  are  here,"  he  said. 

Scott  Dunbar,  college  recruiter  for  Mountain 
Bell,  said,  “Local  employers  have  always  been 
aware  of  BYU  and  its  excellent  repuUtion.  The 
sports  have  enhanced  that  high  standard 
nationally." 

Mountain  Bell,  who  hires  many  engineers  and 
management  trainees,  appreciates  the  academic 
sharpness,  high  work  ethics  and  self-discipline  of 
the  studeou,  said  Dunbar.  Regardless  of  the  pub¬ 
licity,  however,  good  grades  and  related  work  ex¬ 
perience  still  give  studenU  the  edge  In  the  job 

Even  though  many  studenU  find  it  difficult  to  get 
jobs  related  to  their  major,  with  a  little  initiative  it 
can  be  -me,  said  Dunbar.  The  competition  is 
tough,  and  anyone  who  wanU  to  get  ahead  has  to 
show  that  kind  of  ambition. 

In  the  management  development  program,  stu¬ 
denU  must  be  In  the  top  25  percent  of  their  graduat¬ 
ing  class  to  even  be  considered,  said  Dunbar. 
Grades  count  just  as  much  as  related  job  experi¬ 
ence. 

Bill  Lord,  KUTV  news  executive,  said  BYU  stu¬ 
denU  have  very  good  technical  skills,  are  able  to 
package  a  story  well  and  have  a  good  grasp  of  their 
job  functions.  However,  he  complained  that  they 
were  less  effective  as  joumalisU  than  other  college 
studenU  because  they  didn't  challenge  authority  as 
much  as  he  would  like.  His  personal  opinion  was 
that  reporters  need  to  have  t  “high  social  conscien¬ 
ce.”  BYU  studenU  are  reluctant  to  challenge  peo¬ 
ple  and  positions,  he  said. 

He  also  said  that  entry-level  jobs  in  broadcast 
journalism  in  the  Salt  Lake  area  are  limited.  He 
suggested  a  graduate  should  look  for  a  small  town 
market  to  get  experience  before  trying  to  get  a  job 
at  a  large  sution.

Two  BYU  professors  related  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  Joseph  Smith  Translation 
of  the  Bible  to  an  understanding  of  the 
gospel  in  a  symposium  Friday  and  Satur¬ 
day  at  BYU. 

The  Joseph  Smith  Translation  of  the  Bi¬ 
ble  has  so  much  depth  of  doctrine  and  in¬ 
sight,  it  would  be  foolish  to  study  and 
teach  without  it.  Robert  L.  Millet,  an 
-associate  professor  of  religion,  told- stu¬ 
denU  and  instructors  Friday. 

“To  do  so  is  tantamount  to  being  choosy 
about  what  we  will  receive  from  the  Lord 
and  what  we  will  not  ."Millet  said .  “This  is 
not  the  type  of  attitude  a  genuine  truth- 
seeker  would  have.” 

George  A.  Horton,  an  associate  profes¬ 
sor  of  religion,  said  the  most  important 
gospel  doctrines  are  uught  in  Genesis  but 
often  are  found  only  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
Translation. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  SainU’  edition  of  the  Bible  gives  in¬ 
sight  to  the  reader  by  having  the  Joseph 
Smith  Translation,  Millet  said. 

“Some  are  hesitant  to  recognize  or  util¬ 
ize  the  JST  as  a  true  restoration  because 
the  changes  often  do  not  reflect  the  read- 


our  oldest  texU,”  Millet  said. 

DocumenU  have  been  subject  to  inten¬ 
tional  and  unintentional  alteratins,  he 
said.  If  untampered  documents  existed, 
errors  in  present  documents  could  be  cor¬ 
rected.  “But  we  do  not  have  such  docu¬ 
ments,"  Millet  said. 

Millet  also  discussed  the  preparation 
Joseph  went  through  for  the  new  Bible ' 
translation.  Moroni,  a  Book  of  Mormon 
prophet,  quoted  many  passages  of  scrip¬ 
ture  to  Joseph  that  were  different  from 
the  Bible,  be  said: 

Joseph's  translation  was  highly  unusual 
even  the  jgh  new  translations  of  the  Bible 
in  the  1830s  were  not  unusual,  he  said. 
Joseph  wss  inspired  and  thus  did  not  wofk 
with  manuscripts  written  in  biblical  lan¬ 
guages  as  others  had,  Millet  said. 

Horton  discussed  the  importance  of  the 

JST  and  the  book  of  Genesis.  “Reading 
Genesis  without  the  benefit  of  the  JST  is 
like  chewing  on  a  T-bone  with  much  of  the 
meat  already  cut  off,''  said  Horton. 

“Some  of  the  major  doctrines  taught  to 
the  saints  and  found  in  Genesis  include  the 
idea  that  the  Lord  God  Jehovah  was  their 
God,  that  He  was  their  Creator,  that  the 
Creation  was  planned  and  orderly,  and 
that  everyone  was  created  in  the  image  of 
the  Father,"  Horton  said. 


He  continued:  “But  some  themes  are , 
very  obscure  in  the  King  James  Version, 1 
and  are  addressed  adequately  only  in  the ; 
JST:  themes  such  as  the  role  and  mission 
of  Christ,  the  role  of  Satan  and  the  fall  of 
Adam.” 

The  single  most  important  concept  to 
grasp  in  the  study  of  Genesis  is  the  rele 
and  mission  of  Christ,  Horton  said.  He 
added  that  this  role  is  vague  in  the  King 
James  Version  because  or  mistakes  made 
by  the  translators. 

Horton  said  ttiaLSaUn's  role  is  also  left

his  presence  in  Genesis  is  non-existent." 

“Many  people  may  be  dissatisfied  with 
Genesis  because  it  doesn't  answer  ques¬ 
tions  like:  How  was  the  earth  created? 
How  long  did  it  take?"  Horton  said.  “But 
these  questions  miss  the  mark.  It  appears 
th.  Lord  didn't  intend  to  reveal  the  speci¬ 
fications  of  the  creation,  but  only  whet  He 
thought  the  children  of  Israel  needed  to 
know. 

“The  man  who  studies  Genesis  without 
the  aid  of  the  JST  is  like  a  ship  captain 
who,  while  viewing  the  tips  of  many 
icebergs,  tries  to  estimate  their  true  size 
and  shape  without  considering  all  the 
available  information,"  said  Horton.

“High  school  students  are  more  in¬ 
terested  in  getting  through  than  learning  and  pre¬ 
paring  themselves.” 

Former  BYU  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
told  of  the  school’s  first  donstion  in  his  book  "The 
First  Hundred  Year*":  The  first  scholarship  don- 
ated  to  the  Brigham  Young  Academy  was  from  the 
Utah  County  Board  of  Education  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  its  superintendent,  Wilson  H.  Duscnberry." 


The  (300  donation  provided  a  semester’s  tuition  for 
26  students. 

The  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  made  their  first  con¬ 
tribution  for  the  scholarship  fund  to  BYA  in  1882. 

The  amount  donated  was  (400  and  was  specified 
to  cover  the  tuition  for  10  students,  SO  percent  of 
whom  needed  to  be  male.  Six  women  applied  for  the 
scholarships,  which  brought  about  the  first  com¬ 
petition. 

BYU’s  first  athletic  scholarship  program  was  de¬ 
veloped  in  1919.  BYU  was  accepted  into  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Athletic  Conference  in  1918. 

Pete  Witbeck,  assistant  athletic  director,  said, 
"The  NCAA  has  allowed  96  foil  grants-in-aid  for 
the  football  team.  This  amount  allows  for  only  30  to 


board,  a  loan  for  needed  books  and  a  job  program, 
which  BYU  does  not  participate  in. 

Witbeck  said:  “An  ath! -tic  scholarship  is  not  just 
a  gift.  The  athlete  has  earned  his  grant  just  like  a 
scholar  has.”  Witbeck  said  athletes  are  encouraged 
to  achieve  and  apply  for  scholastic  scholarships  so 
the  grants-in-aid  will  go  further. 

Ford  Stevenson,  director  of  students  financial 

aid,  said,  "So  percent  of  BYU* s  scholarship  money 

comes  from  the  LDS  Church  and  the  other  35  per¬ 
cent  from  private  donation."

The  Trustees  scholarship  is  the  next  highest 
award  at  approximately  (l,400per  year  for  four 
years.  The  Presidential  scholarship,  named  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  president  of  the  university,  is  a  two  year 

award  that  covers  the  cost  of  tuition. 

For  a  student  to  receive  any  type  of  financial 
aseietance  from  the  university,  they  need  to  be 
making  academic  progress.  “Students  with  3.0 
GPA  or  higher  who  are  fa  need  may  qualify  for 
some  of  our  scholarships,"  said  Stevenson.  “We 
encourage  them  to  also  check  with  their  college  as 
well." 

“We  have  35  to  36  private  scholarships,”  said 
Delora  Berteison,  administration  assistant  to  the 
dean  if  the  School  of  Management. 

“Wo  like  to  help  out  whenever  we  can;  it  makes 
you  feel  good  to  be  able  to  help,  kind  of  like  Sants 
Clause,"  said  Berteison. 

When  asked  if  many  of  the  students  know  about 
the  scholarship  programs  available,  Bertelsen  re-' 
plied,  “We  put  up  posters  fa  the  halls  so  the  stu¬ 
dents  will  know  what  is  available. 

"The  dean  sends  information  about  the  students 
who  are  on  scholarship  to  the  donors,"  she  said.

Harsh  treatment 
enrages  inmates 

MARION,  III.  (AP)  —  Inmates  of  the  nation’s 
highest-security  prison,  kept  under  emergency 
“lockdown”  for  an  entire  year,  describe  their  daily 

life  as  boredom  interrupted  by  abuse,  fear,  anguish 

and  despair. 

They’ve  got  two  philosophies  working  here  — 
corporal  punishment  and  psychological  oppres¬ 
sion,"  said  George  Awkward,  one  of  350  inmates  of. 

the  troubled  U.S.  Penitentiary  at  Marion. 

“Since  this  lockdown,  they're  saying.  What  was 
your  right  yesterday  is  not  your  right  today.'  " 

The  prison  has  been  under  emergency  conditions 
since  Oct.  27, 1983,  five  days  after  two  correctional 
officers  were  stabbed  to  death. 

“Since  1975,  we've  had  20  killings,  assaults  on  our 
staff  and  inmates,  and  numerous  disruptions,"  said 
John  Clark,  executive  assistant  to  Warden  Jerry 
Williford.  “We  went  through  outside  assaults  by 
helicopter  and  by  high-powered  rifles  on  our  tow¬ 
ers,  a  bombing  of  our  training  building  outside  the 
fence .  .  .  finally,  we  were  forced  to  lock  it  down." 

All  but  about  50  inmates  at  Marion,  which  re¬ 
placed  Alcatraz  in  housing  the  federal  prison  sys¬ 
tem's  most  troublesome  or  violent  convicts,  are 
confined  to  their  cells  23  hours  a  day.  • 

Williford  and  Clark  said  the  action  was  needed  to 
ensure  Die  safety  of  inmales  and  staff,  but  the 
inmates  contend  it  is  inhumane. 

“The  violations  of  our  human,  our  civil,  our  con¬ 
stitutional  rights  are  a  continuous  process,"  said 
Awkward,  a  Washington,  D.C.  inmate  serving 
time  for  robbery  and  the  killing  of  another  convict. 
“We  can’t  do  nothing  about  it. 

The  same  individuals  that  oppress  you  24  hours 
a  day  are  the  same  men  who  bring  you  your  food,"  i 
he  said.  They’ll  hand  it  to  you  and  make  some 
remark." 

He  described  a  sense  of  futility  echoed  by  dozens 
of  convicts  who  complain  that  they  are  subject  to 
psychological  and  physical  abuse  from  guards  and 
that  iaolation  for  extended  periods  fosters  hostility 
and  a  sense  of  despair. 

Clark  said  harassment  is  neither  sanctioned  nor 
condoned,  and  officers  are  disciplined  when  inde¬ 
pendent  government  investigation  finds  them  at 

fault. 

The  allegations,  denied  by  prison  officials,  are 
outlined  in  a  lawsuit  pending  fa  federal  court  which 
seeks  to  end  the  lockdown. 

Williford  said  inmates  can  work  toward  making  it 
an  open  prison  and  can  even  gain  a  transfer  “by 
showing  good-faith  behavior.” 

Inmates  counter  that  some  of  them  serve  three  to 

four  years  of  “clean  conduct”  yet  remain  locked 
down.
